Bridge Approaches Need 
Improvement; Toll Too High 


We doubt if the opening of the sec« 
ond deck of the San Rafael-Richmond 
bridg e will hav e any immediate effect 
on the v olume of traffic attracted to 
use of the crossing . 
The bridg e is such an improv ement 
ev er the old ferries when it comes to 
dependability and conv enience that the 
mere opening of a second deck amounts 
only to a minor improv ement in con­ 
v enience. by comparison. 
Now we are at the point where the 
capacity of the bridg e to handle traf­ 
fic ex ceeds the traffic capacity of its 
approaches. Work on the road from 
San Quentin wy e to the foot of the 
bridg e is well along . In includes a g rade 
separation intersection at the point 
wnere Sir Francis Drake Boulev ard 
East turns off to wend its winding way 
to the Greenbrae intersection. 
Presumably Sir Francis Drake East 
ultimately will carry as much traffic to 
and from the bridg e as will the San 
Quentin road, itself. 
But it will not and cannot carry any 
major traffic in its present miserable 
state It’s narrow, it has steep g rades 
and sharp turns and the surface is ex ­ 
tremely roug h in spots. 
Some state hig hway officials hav e in­ 
dicated a belief that Sir Francis Drake 
East should be dev eloped—with state 
hig hway funds— as a four-lane div ided 
free-way . This would be a wholly log i­ 
cal procedure. 
But Sir Francis Drake East is onlv a 


county road. It is NOT desig nated as 
a State Hig hway . Only county repairs 
and improv ements can be made. It is 
NOT elig ible for reconstruction by the 
State Div ision of Hig hway s. 
Obv iously it oug ht to be included in 
the state hig hway sy stem. But a bill 
which would hav e added it to the sy s­ 
tem failed to receiv e approv al at the 
state leg islativ e session recently con­ 
cluded. 
Nev ertheless, the route needs to be 
taken into the state sy stem so it can be 
broug ht up to standard. 
The approaches on the Richmond 
end of the bridg e similarly need more 
improv ement. 
Bey ond this, the big deterrent to traf­ 
fic is the hig h toll— 7 5 cents per car 
compared to 25 cents for other bay 
bridg es. 
On the day the span was dedicated 
nearly a y ear ag o, Gov ernor Knig ht 
noted that effort needs to be made to 
bring about toll reductions as soon as 
reasonably possible. We endorsed that 
idea then. We still do. 
We hope the day is not too far distant 
when some sort of toll cut can be ef­ 
fected. 
Meanwhile, we will enjoy the added 
conv enience of two one-way decks, 
chuckling up our sleev es at bridg e op­ 
ponents and skeptics who scoffed at a 
“two lane bridg e” and prophesied that 
a second deck would turn out to be 
only an idle dream.

FREDERICK, S. D. (IP— The 
world’s first bona fide space­ 
man, who spent 32 hours ex­ 
ploring the vast reaches along 
the rim of the stratosphere,

sm ashing flight dead tired but 
thrilled with the wonders of 
the heavens. 


Maj. David G. Simons, 35, a 
lanky 
Air 
Force 
physician, 
brought bn? huge balloon safe­ 
ly to earth near Elm Lake in 
northern South Dakota at 6 :28 
p.m. yesterday. 
He had attain­ 
ed an altityde of at least 19 
miles during his unprecedent­ 
ed trip. 


The space pioneer brought 
back a taie of being surround 
ed by a purple sky. even in the 
daytime, and of observing the 
stars glowing “ like an annnal'i 
eyes.”

Collier-Bu rns added another

total to its present 6 cents. 
A third goes to the cities and 
cou nties for their own roads, 
leaving fou r cents for the state 
sy stem.

Chess­ 
man had complained that pris­ 
on officials have denied him 
the right to prepare for the 
forthcoming Los Angeles hear­ 
ings by depriving him of his 
legal documents. 
The new motion, which the 
court said it would consider 
as a petition for habeas corpus, 
sought several orders from the 
court. 
Chessman asked the 
court to: 
1. Recall its order affirming 
his convictions on 17 counts 
of kidnapping, robbery and sex 
perversion; 
2. Order the Los Angeles 
hearing to be held not earlier 
than Oct. 14 and not later than 
Nov. 29. (Federal Judge Louis 
F. Goodman set the hearing 
limits as Oct. 14 and Dec. 1.) 
3. Hold a hearing on the mo­ 
tion filed today, Sept. 4 so that 
Chessman can be in Los An­ 
geles County Jail by Sept. 18 
to allow him time to prepare 
his case. 
4. Insure that Chessman has 
“effective assistance of coun­ 
sel,” and he specified attorneys 
George T. Davis and Rosalie 
Asher, whom he fired last 
week, or allow him to proceed 
as his own attorney. 
Chessman also asked that at 
the hearings on today’s motion 
the court require Teets, Deputy 
Warden Louis Nelson, Marin 
County Dlst. Atty. W. O. Weis- 
sich and Weissich’s investiga­ 
tor, Donald Midyett, be present 
at the hearings.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Bridge Approaches Need 
Improvement; Toll Too High 


We doubt if the opening of the sec­ 
ond deck of the San Rafael-Richmond 
bridge will have any immediate effect 
on the volume of traffic attracted to 
use of the crossing. 
The bridge is such an improvement 
ever the old ferries when it comes to 
dependability and convenience that the 
mere opening of a second deck amounts 
only to a minor improvement in con­ 
venience, by comparison. 
Now we are at the point where the 
capacity of the bridge to handle traf­ 
fic exceeds the traffic capacity of its 
approaches. Work on the road from 
San Quentin wye to the foot of the 
bridge is well along. In includes a grade 
separation intersection at the point 
wnere Sir Francis Drake Boulevard 
East turns off to wend its winding way 
to the Greenbrae intersection. 
Presumably Sir Francis Drake East 
ultimately will carry as much traffic to 
and from the bridge as will the San 
Quentin road, itself. 
But it will not and cannot carry any 
major traffic in its present miserable 
state 
It’s narrow, it has steep grades 
and sharp turns and the surface is ex­ 
tremely rough in spots. 
Some state highway officials have in­ 
dicated a belief that Sir Francis Drake 
East should be developed— with state 
highway funds— as a four-lane divided 
free-way. This would be a wholly logi­ 
cal procedure. 
But Sir Francis Drake East is only a 


county road. It is NOT designated as 
a State Highway. Only county repairs 
and improvements can be made. It is 
NOT eligible for reconstruction by the 
State Division of Highways. 
Obviously it ought to be included in 
the state highway system. But a bill 
which would have added it to the sys­ 
tem failed to receive approval at the 
state legislative session recently con­ 
cluded. 
Nevertheless, the route needs to be 
taken into the state system so it can be 
brought up to standard. 
The approaches on the Richmond 
end of the bridge similarly need more 
improvement. 
Beyond this, the big deterrent to traf­ 
fic is the high toll— 75 cents per car 
compared to 25 cents for other bay 
bridges. 
On the day the span was dedicated 
nearly a year ago, Governor Knight 
noted that effort needs to be made to 
bring about toll reductions as soon as 
reasonably possible. We endorsed that 
idea then. We still do. 
We hope the day is not too far distant 
when some sort of toll cut can be ef­ 
fected. 
Meanwhile, we will enjoy the added 
convenience of two one-way decks, 
chuckling up our sleeves at bridge op­ 
ponents and skeptics who scoffed at a 
“two lane bridge” and prophesied that 
a second deck would turn out to be 
only an idle dream.

WASHINGTON—Vice Pres­ 
ident Nixon doesn’t have to 
prove to anybody that he is 
a smart politician. He Is, and 
everybody knows it. 
What Mr. Nixon has to do 
is to convince a large number 
of people that he is a mature

entrusted 
with 
the 
presidency. 
This will certainly be Mr. 
Nixon’s formula for getting 
the 1960 Republican presi­ 
dential nomination: a mini­ 
mum of politics and a maxi­ 
mum of statesmanship. 
I don’t know any reason­ 
ably objective person, poli­ 
tician or correspondent, in 
Washington today who does 
not recognize that the Vice 
President has grown visibly 
in grasp of affairs and in pub­ 
lic stature during the last 
three years.

Maj. David G. Simons, 35. a

physician, 
brought hts huge balloon safe­ 
ly to earth near Elm Lake in 
northern South Dakota at 6 38 
p m. yesterday. He had attain­ 
ed an altitude of at least 19 
miles dwmg his unprecedent­ 
ed trip. 


The space pioneer brought 
back a tale of being surround­ 
ed by a purple sky, even in the 
daytime, and of observing the 
stars glowing “ like an animal's 
eyes.” 


But of even greater import­ 
ance, Simons proved that man 
can live for extended periods 
beyond the shackle« of the 
earth’s et-rooephere. W * oedeal 
was a major link in experimen­ 
tation that may some day lead 
the way H* spaee travel. 


Twa farm youth« were the 
first to greet the spaceman 
when he stepped uncertainly 
but unhurt from the amaU. 
aluminum gondola ki which he 
had been sealed smee Sunday 
night. 


Simon«, a native of Ijmea«- 
ter, Pa., smiled at them and 
asked:

Disappointed 


With Congress 


WASHINGTON OF) — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower said today he 
is tremendously disappointed 
in the record to date of this 
session of Congress. 
Eisenhower was asked to ap­ 
praise the congressional treat­ 
ment of the administration pro­ 
gram this year and to evaluate 
the job done by Congress. The 
President said he had looked 
over the long list of recommen­ 
dations he submitted to Con­ 
gress last January and was tre­ 
mendously disappointed that 
to date so many bills had not 
been acted on and In some 
cases not even accorded com­ 
mittee hearings. 
He declined to divide the 
blame between the Democrats 
and Republicans. 
On civil rights, he was asked 
if he would accept the Senate 
jury trial amendment if neces­ 
sary to break the House dead­ 
lock. 
He said that he would like to 
see 
the 
amendment 
made 
“stronger, but that the Republi­ 
can leaders had reached a con­ 
clusion on a proposal between 
his original stand and the Sen­ 
ate version and would make 
this proposal public today or 
tomorrow. 
He was asked if this repre­ 
sented a compromise of his 
original position. The President 
said it would to the extent that 
the 
amendment 
would 
still 
have sufficient effectiveness to 
be acceptable to everybody, 
but would also quiet the alarm 
of those who fear excessive 
punishm ent under the bill. 
He replied with a quick and 
firm no when he was asked if 
he insisted on restoration of 
any part of section three of the

Senate.

Atom Building 


Bill Passed 


By Congress 


WASHINGTON’ UP) — Con­ 
gress has passed and sent to 
the White House a 352-million- 
dollar atomic energy construc­ 
tion bill. It Includes authoriza­ 
tion for & program of govern­ 
ment-built atomic power re­ 
actors opposed by the adminis­ 
tration. 
Actual 
funds 
for projects 
authorized under the measure 
will be appropriated in a sep­ 
arate money bill which comes 
up for consideration today at 
a closed session of the House 
Appropriation Committee. 


Both houses passed the com­ 
promise bill on voice rotes yes­ 
terday. Most of the projects in 
the bill are non-controversial, 
consisting of regular construc­ 
tion planned by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
Senate Democrats sponsored 
the reactor program, which 
was reduced in scope in the 
compromise. As finally passed, 
the bill provides three million 
dollars each for planning two 
reactors — one at Hanford. 
Wash., and one in Idaho—and 
15 million for building an ex­ 
perimental plutonium recycle 
reactor at Hanford. 
The 
measure 
also 
orders 
AEC to build small reactors for 
three rural power cooperatives 
and a municipal power group.

MINNEAPOLIS UP) — Com- 
munist oppression may force 
the Lutheran Church to change 
its structure to survive in coun­ 
tries behind the Iron Curtain, 
an East German bishop said to­ 
day. 
This change, he said, could 
be from the semi-state-church 
form common in Germany to 
“new forms of free and active 
congregations.’’ 
In a speech prepared for the 
Lutheran World Federation’s 
third assembly, Bishop Fried­ 
rich Wilhelm Krummacher of 
Pomerania insisted, “We are 
never fighting for a lost cause 
even if our present church 
forms should have to be dis­ 
continued.” 
“We who live in countries 
ruled by eommunism and are 
aware of the radical changes 
in our social conditions, have 
the duty m weH a* the freedom 
soberly to examine the ques­ 
tion whether or not the tradi­ 
tional parochial system of the 
folk-church should be super­ 
seded by new forms,” he said. 
His talk was one of the 
frankest outline« of Christian­ 
ity’s dilemma behind the Iron 
Curtain yet presented at the 
aeeembly. 
“Pain, suffering and perse­ 
cution are some of the means 
by which the Lord unites His 
Church,” the bishop said. “The 
church will experience anew 


that seasons of tribulation, op­ 
pression and even bloody per­ 
secution 
may 
be 
especially 
blessed and profitable.” 
A persecuted church, he said, 
at all costs must avoid “three 
forms 
of 
hopelessness.” 
He 
listed these as defeatism, com­ 
promise “for the sake of a foul 
peace.” and purely negative po­ 
litical resistance. 


U.N. Refuses

Oman Charges 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. UP 
—The U.N. Security Council 
has refused to consider Soviet- 
backed Arab charges that Brit­ 
ain menaced peace in the Mid­ 
dle East by sending troops to 
quell a rebellion in Oman.

Kenny Lane In 


Unanimous Win 


At Oakland 


OAKLAND (IP)—Kenny Lane, 
sporting a black eye and puffed 
lip, admitted today “ I had 
more trouble than I thought I 
would” in posting his 15th 
straight victory at the expense 
of veteran lightweight Johnny 
Gonsalves. 


Lane, No. 1 contender for 
lightweight champ Joe Brown’s 
title, pounded out a unanimous 
10 round decision over Gon­ 
salves last night in Oakland 
Auditorium. 


Weighing 13814 pounds to 
his opponent’s 139, Lane took 
the offensive from the open­ 
ing bell and was only slowed 
in his hammering attack in the 
fourth and tenth rounds when 
Gonsalves stung the Muskegon, 
Mich., boxer with solid right 
hands. 


LANE BELTED 
“Gonsalves was pretty shifty 
in there,” Lane said after the 
fight. “Even though I was beat­ 
ing him to the punch he hit me 
a couple of good licks.” 


Pete Petrowski, Lane’s man­ 
ager, said they were “through 
getting the runaround” and 
would now demand a match 
with Brown. 


“A fter all Kenny has been 
No. 1 challenger for a year 
now,” he said. “We’re going to 
keep on their tails until we get 
somewhere.” 


Gonsalves, who twice over 
the years held the top challen­ 
ger’s spot in his division, was 
dropped completely out of the 
lightweight picture by the loss 
—his fifth in a row. 
And the 
Oakland fighter wasn’t happy 
with the decision.

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A Honeydew Is In Its Heyday 


On A Hot Morn, Night Or Noon

The peak »eason for toma­ 
toes is upon us and a frequent 
question asked is whether a 
tomato is vegetable, fruit or 
berry. Actually it might be con­ 
sidered all three since by cul­ 
tivation and use it is a vege­ 
table; botanically it is a fruit; 
and among fruits ft is consid­ 
ered a berry because it is pulpy 
and contains one or more seeds 
that are not stones. 
Whatever name we give it, 
the tomato has become such a 
popular favorite that ft consti­ 
tutes our second most valuable 
crop, surpassed in dollar vol­ 
ume only by potatoes, Califor­ 
nia, with Hs mid-winter pro­ 
ducing areas, now grows and 
ships about one-third of the 
United States crop. 
Quite an achievement for a 
vegetable that as little as 100 
years ago was considered a 
garden 
curiosity 
and 
shied 
away from because most peo­ 
ple thought them poisonous. 


NUTRITION AUTHORITIES 
encourage 
even 
more 
wide­ 
spread use of the already pop­ 
ular tomatoes «nee they are 
an important source of Vita­ 
mins A and C, plus some cal­ 
cium, all elements likely to be 
deficient even in an otherwise 
fairly good diet. And tomatoes 
are a real boon for the weight- 
watcher since they are very 
low in calories. 
After purchasing and bring­ 
ing home this vegetable, it 
should 
be 
refrigerated 
and 
then washed well just before 
use. Except for short periods 
(2 to 5 days) tomatoes should 


not be stored at temperatures 
below 50 degrees F. as lower 
temperatures sometimes cause 
thm to break down. 
CRISP REFRESHING salads 
no doubt offer the most popu­ 
lar way to serve raw tomatoes 
either alone or in combination 
with tossed greens. However, 
they can be put to use as an 
entree if stuffed with corned 
beef hash or chili con carne 
or

and 
baked. 


Broiled tomatoes are espec­ 
ially tempting during the pic­ 
nic and barbecue season. 
Tomato slices for sandwich 
menus are not to be overlook­ 
ed. They are so good on the 
traditional h a m b u r g e r but 
other uses are bacon, lettuce 
and tomato; a broiled tomato, 
ham and cheese sandwich; or 
when topped with a hot curried 
seafood mixture for an open- 
faced sandwich.

Cost Of County 
Farm Improvement 


The high cost of improving 
county hospital and farm build­ 
ings will be discussed by the 
Marin 
Board of Supervisors 
Mohday at 2 p.m. with Harold 
Engle, San Rafael structural 
engineer; Lloyd de la Montan- 
ya, 
superintendent 
of 
the 
county facility, and an official 
of the state Bureau of Hospi­ 
tals. 
Board members were told 
yesterday it will cost $140,000; 
to make the structure earth­ 
quake-proof. Public Works Di­ 
rector Marvin Brigham said 
Engle has recommended that 
tile roofs on the hospital’s old 
and new wings be replaced with 
flat roofs and that steel side 
braces be added to give lat­ 
eral support. 
During their afternoon ses­ 
sion, the supervisors debated 
whether to budget the neces­ 
sary funds at once or call a 
bond election next June. 
Supervisor William I). Fus- 
selman flatly predicted that 
a bond issue would be defeat­ 
ed. 
“You’d better put the 
money in your budget right 
now,” he said. 
Deputy County Auditor Bert 
Broemmel said the $140,000 
would represent about eight 
and one-half cents on the 1957- 
58 county tax rate. 
“How do you know a bond 
issue won’t pass?” Board Chair 
man Walter Castro asked Fus- 
selman. 
“How do I know it’s davlight 
outside?” retorted Fusselman. 
“Surely the voters have a 
concern for our old people,” I 


said Supervisor Vera Schultz. 
She added that “it won’t be 
our fault” if a bond issue 
fails. 
Castro and Mrs. Schultz sug 
gested it might be wiser to re­ 
place the hospital 
buildings 
than to reinforce them. 
“That’s 
fhe 
best 
thing, 
yes,” said Fusselman. 
“But 
where are you going to get 
the money?” 
Supervisor 
William 
Gnoss 
said there is no fairer way to 
decide the question “than hav­ 
ing the people vot on it.” 
The old wing of the hospital, 
built 45 years ago, holds about 
50 elderly persons. 
The new 
wkig has about 45 bed patients, 
Castro said. 
Gnoss said the beds could 
not be taken out in the event 
of fire because the doors are 
too narrow. Fusselman said he 
believes a sprinkler system in­ 
stalled in 1949 would prevent 
a fire. 
There was talk of possibly 
leasing an abandoned Army 
hospital on the east side of An­ 
gel Island from the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
But this raised the 
questions of transportation and 
the ability to obtain a staff. 
Castro 
tentatively 
scheduled 
Sept. 6 for a morning tour of 
the Angel Island hospital. 
The Monday afternoon con­ 
ference was called at the re­ 
quest of Mrs. Schultz, who said 
she wanted more detailed in­ 
formation on the history of the 
county hospital buildings and 
their condition.

Rafael store are a self-ser­

department,

As in the Mill Valley store, 
there is a new type pick-up sys­ 
tem.

Pay-As-You-Ride Plan 


Finances Program 


(Third of a series on Cali­ 
fornia highwavs.) 
Bv SKIP LEABO 
SACRAMENTO (^—Califor­ 
nians are buying today’s and 
tomorrow’s highways on a gi­ 
gantic pay-as-you-ride plan that 
taps every driver’s pocket book. 
Hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars a year are now being pour­ 
ed into a web of concrete and 
asphalt roads. 
It starts with a stream of 
pennies, dimes and dollars. Ev­ 
ery gallon of gas puts six cents 
into the kitty . . . every regis­ 
tration fee and every driver’s 
license adds more. 
PROGRAM’S FOUNDATION 
This money, supplemented 
by federal aid, is buying Cali­ 
fornia out of the hole it was in 
10 years ago. Then, with high­ 
ways inadequate for even 1947 
traffic and with millions of 
people and their cars knocking 
at the door, came the Collier- 
Burns Highway Act, the foun­ 
dation for today’s vast pro­ 
gram. 
In its first year, starting in 
July 1947, an unprecedented 65 
million dollars went into con 
struction. 
Measure 
this 
against 
the 
year ended last June 30, when 
the state put 315 million into 
roadbuilding, and this present 
year, -which was budgeted for 
350 million. 


NOT ENOUGH 
Yet even California’s top 
highway men say even this is 
not enough for the state to 
catch up immediately with its 
goal of fast and safe travel 
over the 14.000-mile state high­ 
way system. 
Here’s the story behind Cali­ 
fornia’s roads — the money 
story: 
In the late 1930s California 
was spending about 18 million 
dollars a year on roads and 
even then was losing ground. 
Came World War II, and the 
roads were mired in traffic. 
There was a three-cent gas tax 
wkh the take split among cit­ 
ies. counties and state under 
a fairly loose set of rules. 
The state’s answer came in 
the Collier-Burns Act of 1947, 
compromise child of a rough 
and tumble special session of 
the Legislature called by then 
Gov. Earl Warren. Sen. Ran­ 
dolph Collier (R-Yreka), ope of 
the authors, is still in the state 
Senate, still active in the high­ 
ways field. The other, Assem­ 
blyman Michael J. Burns (R- 
Eureka), is dead. 
SIX CENTS NOW 
Collier-Burns added another 
Vh cents tax on each gallon 
of gas but it wasn’t enough and 
in 1953 the Legislature added 
l ’i cents more, bringing the 
total to its present 6 cents. 
A third goes to the cities and 
counties for their own roads, 
leaving four cents for the state 
system. 
The state money la 
pooled with various vehicle fe«« 
and th* federal aid, which in 


its new 
expanded 
form has 
been paying about a third of 
the freight in California since 
July 1 last year. 
Maintenance and department­ 
al expenses are taken out, then 
the rest is split 55 per cent to 
the southern 13 countiei and 
45 per cent to the northern 45. 
In each division. 65 per cent 
of the spending is by a formula 
guaranteeing each county a set 
percentage for state highways 
within 
its 
boundaries. 
The 
other 35 per cent is left fre* 
for the California Highway 
Comrtiission to spend where it 
feels work is needed most in 
the division, regardless of the 
formula. 
J 


GIVES FLEXIBILITY 
The rules thus make sur* 
each county gets something 
and still give the commission 
flexibility to c h a n n e l big 
amounts 
into 
big 
project* 
which reach far over the area * 
guarantees. 
Added help came last sum- 
mer when the new. accelerated 
federal highway spending pro­ 
gram got under way. Federal 
money had come in before but 
nothing like this. For example: 
Under the old system Califor­ 
nia would have received a little 
over 47 million dollars for fis­ 
cal 1956-57. 
Under the new 
program it got almost 111 mil­ 
lion. This fiscal year the stat* 
expects to get more than 140 
million in federal money and 
in 1958-59 it’s counting on 
more than 160. 
What does a driver pay? 
Well, if he puts in 10,000 mile* 
a year, and gets about 15 mile* 
to the gallon he's handing over 
more than $40 in gas taxes 
alone each year and it’* a good 
bet he’s nicked for at least an­ 
other $10 in other fees toward 
buying himself a piec* of high* 
way to drive on.
